In Its 2 to 1 decision the court 


issued a temporary Injunction 
against the domestic reporting 
practice but ordered the banks 
to continue making reports on 
foreign transactions to the VS. 
Treasury.

banking disclosures was led by 
the 158-member California 
Bankers Association with an 
assist from the American Civil 
Liberties Union.

The money merry-go-round 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mon- 


ey from Mexico linked to the 
Watergate affair.was part of 
, $7Wj*-in secret Niton cam- 
paign gifts stuffed into a suit- 
case and rushed to Washington 
in an oil company plane last 
spring, according to a con- 
fidential House staff report. 


The document, distributed 


Tuesday night to members of 
the House Banking Committee, 
also said a Southwestern fund 
raiser for the President's cam- 
paign had contradicted denials 
of involvement with the Mexi- 
can transactions by chief Nixon 
fund raiser Maurice H. Stans. 


Committee investigators said 


they were unable to determine 
if the money-$100,000 in ail- 
actually came from Mexicans 
or from VS. citisens living in 
that country. 


But they said that on the sur- 


face it appeared the money was 
from foreign nationals and, if 
that is true, accepting it is a 
violation of U.S. banking laws. 


The U-page report, compiled 


during the past several weeks, 
both adds to the biiarre devel- 
opments in the Democratic 
headquarters bugging case and 
vividly describes lasfeninute ef- 
forts by Nixon fund raisers to 
beat the April 7 deadline of a 
new elections law requiring full 
disclosure of campaign donors.

American plan results in more POWs 


SAIGON (AP) — The Ameri- 


can effort to compel a Vietnam 
settlement and free the prison- 
ers of war by the sustained 
bombing of North Vietnam has 
resulted in a major increase in 
the number of POWs. 


With the loss of an Air Force 


F4 Phantom and its two crew- 
men in North Vietnam Monday, 
the U.S. Command listed a to- 
tal of 100 American airmen 
missing in the North since the 
resumption of full-scale bomb- 
ing more than five months ago, 
on April 6. That's an average of 
more than four men a week. 


Thirty-seven of the fliers 


have been reported captured. 


Many of the others probably 
were killed. 


Prior to the resumption of 


full-scale bombing, the Penta- 
gon listed 412 Americans miss- 
ing in North Vietnam during 
the war and another 388 held in 
prisoner of war camps in North 
Vietnam as of April 1. 


By Sept. 2, the Pentagon's 


list of those missing in the 
North had increased to 456 and 
the number of captives to 425. 


The U.S. Command's total of 


100 missing is 20 higher than 
the increase in the Pentagon's 
total of missing and captured. 
But the U.S. Command's total 
includes an additional week of 


losses and is also based on the 
status of a plane's crew at the 
time the loss of the plane was 
announced. It is not changed, 
as the Pentagon's records are, 
when a missing flier is de- 
clared dead or is rescued. 


The U.S. Command says 93

downed over the North since 
April 6. 


North Vietnam has broadcast 


recorded messages from more 
than 20 pilots captured during 
the current campaign including 
some calling for an end to the 
bombing and the war. 


One of the pilots captured

Edward K. Elias is among 
three American POWs Hanoi 
has said it will release soon to 
representatives of a U.S. anti- 
war group.

Revenue-sharing: 


Bill passes the Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


$33.6-billion revenue-sharing 
bill, one of the landmark meas- 
ures of the 92nd Congress, has 
passed the Senate 63 to 20 de- 
spite the misgivings of many 
members. 


The bill was approved Tues- 


day night after a 12-hour ses- 
sion and sent to conference 
with the House to iron out ma- 
jor differences in the versions 
passed by the two branches. 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 


Senate manager of the bill, said 
he hopes the conference can be- 
gin Thursday and can reach 
quick agreement. 


If that happens, the first pay- 


ments to 39,000 eligible states, 
cities, counties and townships 
could be sent out by the federal 
Treasury in October. 


Several senators said they 


could not conscientiously vote 
for the bill at a time when fed- 
eral deficits have mounted to 
$100 billion in four years. 


But, in an election year, the 


majority took the opportunity 
to help put into effect the first 
broad program to turn back 
federal tax revenues to state 
and local governments on a no- 
strings basis. 


Themajor difference between 


the Senate and House bills in- 
volves the formula for dis- 
tributing the funds. 


The Senate bill generally fa- 
* vors the poorer, less-populous 
"states; the House measure the 
,r urban, industrialized ones. 
n, However, the Senate version 
•c gives more than the House bill 
•i: to the central cities and much 
- less to the suburbs. 
;,: Another important difference 
"' lies in a provision added by the 


Senate 
Finance 
Committee 


which chose the bill as a ve- 
hicle to try to halt the spiraling 
cost of social services for wel- 
fare recipients and potential 
recipients. 


This provision, as shaped in 


the final bill, would limit the 
program to $1.6 billion. 


The ceiling compares with 


$4.6 billion which the adminis- 
tration estimates the states will 
seek this year 
under 
the 


present open-ended program. 


The provision would drasti- 


cally curtail social services 
now provided in many large 
states. 


Some senators from these 


states said their constituents 
actually would lose under the 
bill because they would be cut 
more on social services than 
they would get from revenue 
sharing. 


These senators sought to 


change the distribution formula 
to get more for industrialized 
states, but failed because the 
bill, as it came from the Senate 
Finance Committee, benefited 
33 states, compared with the 
House version, while only 17 
were losers. 


Long, however, conceded that 


the $1.6-billion social-services 
ceiling might be raised in the 
conference with the House. 


Opponents of the legislation 


argued not only that the federal 
government hasn't the money 
to pay for it but also that local 
officials might fritter much of 
the money away. 


They emphasized that the 


legislation would provide no 
great relief because it would 
amount to an average 4 per 
cent of local budgets. 


The program would be retro- 


active to last Jan. 1 and would 
end Dec. 31, 1976.

Kissinger 
in Russia 


MOSCOW (AP) - Henry A. 


Kissinger remained in Moscow 
today for an extra day of secret 
talks with Kremlin leaders be- 
fore flying to London and 
Paris. 


The U.S. Presidential adviser 


had been scheduled to spend to- 
day sightseeing in Leningrad. 
Hie U.S. Embassy announced 
Tuesday that Kissinger would 
continue his talks in Moscow 
until his departure for London 
Thursday. 


No reason for the change was 


given and no information was 
provided on Kissinger's talks 
with the Russians, who presum- 
ably included Communist party 
leader Leonid Brezhnev. 


It was assumed that the war 


in Vietnam as weU as Eu- 
ropean and Soviet-American is- 
sues were under discussion. 


The Soviet press gave promi- 


nent coverage Tuesday to the 
Viet Cong peace statement this 
week asserting once again that 
a South Vietnamese coalition 
government could be formed 
which neither the Communists 
nor the Saigon regime would 
dominate. Both Saigon and U.S. 
officials said they found nothing 
new in the statement. 


There was speculation that 


after his talks with the Rus- 
sians and with British and 
French 
officiate, 
Klsrtnger 


would meet in Paris Friday 
with Le Due Tho, the North 
Vietnamese Politburo member 
who is his government's chief 
peace negotiator. 


The White House announced 


that Kissinger will be received 
in London by Prime Minister 
Edward Heath and in Paris by 
President Georges Pompidou. 
He will tell them about his 
Moscow talks as "part of our 
continuing pattern of close con- 
sultations with European al- 
lies," White House press secre- 
tary Ronald L. Ziegler said.

NEW YORK-MNEA)-The 


tools of her trade sound 
unique—a closed door, spools 
of nylon cord in various col- 
ors and a kitchen chair. But 
these three items, plus a 
father who is president of a 
Providence, R.I., fibers com- 
pany, were instrumental in 
creating one of the youngest 
entrepreneurs in the coun- 
try. She's 18. 


Merredythe Blezard, start- 


ing her sophomore year as 
an art major at Smith Col- 
lege this fall, also has her 
own company, "Hollycraft," 
which produces handmade 
macrame belts and hand- 
bags that are sold in bou- 
tiques and specialty stores 
across the country. Her em- 
ployes are almost all high 
school and college students. 


"It all started," said this 


pretty working girl and stu- 
dent, "when my father came 
home with a strand of cord 
which he had just produced, 
plunked it down on the kitch- 
en table and said to me, 
'See what you can do with 
this.'" 


She made a belt. And since 


that first belt she has be- 
come a macrame expert and 
loves what she is doing. 
Aside from her own busi- 
ness, Merredythe has de- 
signed a macrame craft kit 
for one of the leading toy 
companies. She has 
also 


been asked to work for a toy 
manufacturer as a designer 
at a nice, fat salary but pre- 
fers to do that kind of thing 
as a Moonlighting venture 
and work chiefly with her 
own company—majoring in 
art at school at the same 
time. 


"I work at school during 


off-hours, at home and even 
at my father's factory." 


She's now working on a 


huge ecology flag and has to 
go to the factory to handle 
the big job. 


"The cord runs 18 feet 


long," she said, "and I have 
to work on a platform that 
can be raised or lowered." 


Merredythe believes mac- 


rame is a quick and simple 
way to make pretty things— 
and money. "The mark-up 
is fantastic," she said. "We 
have one belt that we sell 
for $7. It should sell in the 
stores for about $14. But 
some stores charge $24.— 
and get it." 


Incidentally, she also de- 


signs crewel kits and stuffed 
animals for toy makers. One 
of her most delightful mac- 
rame items was a matching 
dog collar and lead "ensem- 
ble" in bright red. 


Macrame has an interest- 


ing history. The work comes 
from a 19th century Arabic 
term, 'miqramah' which 
means veil and the Turkish 
word for towel, 'maqramah.' 
In those days, both the veil 
and the towel were adorned 
with a knotted fringe. 


Macrame as a craft dates 


way, 
way back almost to 


primitive times. In ancient 
Egypt it was used in funeral 
decorations. 
It has been 


found in the tombs of the 
pharaohs. The Incas of Peru 
knew the art and in classical 
Greece, macrame 
k n o t s 


were used for slings for 
broken bones. The Greeks 
also used macrame design 
on their clothing, jewelry 
and pottery. It was supposed 
to have a magical quality. 


"It was the sailor who first 


brought macrame to distant 
ports around the world," 
Miss Blezard said. "Ship 
decks, hand rails and steer- 
ing wheels were decorated 
with this art. He also made 
little items he could barter 
with on 'land. In English 
sailor's language it became 
k n o w n as 'McNamara's 
Lace' or 'square knotting," 
she added. 


"Once you've mastered a 


few 
k n o t s 
(Merredythe 


taught a 73-year-old aunt to 
do macrame in 10 minutes), 
the craft is very easy. The 
only necessary equipment is 
the cord for knotting." She 
prefers not to use the stand- 
ard pins and a working sur- 
face. 


"My favorite way of work- 


Eighteen-yeor-old entrepreneur Merredythe Blezard 
wears a navy blue macrame vest she created (left) 
in about four hours and she displays her macrome 


"ecology belt" in superfish design. 


ing is to throw the cord over 
the top of a door, close the 
door and start knotting." She 
works in the beginning stand- 
ing on a chair. 


Merredythe says she can 


make an elaborate peasant 
belt that sells in stores for 
about $20 in a matter of 50 
minutes. She has created 
some fascinating wall hang- 
ings, hat bands, handbags, 
plant holders and window 
shades. 


Caprolan is Merredythe's 


favorite cord to use for her 
work. "It can be handled so 
easily and comes in such 
pretty colors," says Miss 


Macrame, herself. 


"Jute," she said, "cuts 


your hands when you work. 
Cotton cord comes in very 
few colors. It's mostly a 
natural off-white. And rayon 
braided cord, which can also 
be used, is frequently cotton 
stuffed. It comes apart quick- 
ly, even while you work on it, 
and the finished item isn't 
pretty anymore." 


The energy of this girl is 


boundless. Her next project 
will be a six by three foot 
hammock in macrame which 
she says she can make in 
about 
eight 
hours. 
That 


should go for over $100.

The National Association for 


Mental Health has an excellent 
bulletin on "Depression," 
which I'd like to share with you: 


Depression is an emotional 


state of dejection and sadness, 
ranging 
from 
mild 


discouragement 
and 


downheartedness to feelings of 
utter hopelessness and despair. 


Mild depression is charac- 


terized 
by 
unhappiness, 


p e s s i m i s m 
a n d 


discouragement. One suffering 
from 
this 
often 
feels 


inadepqate, loses interest in the 
social environment. 
Such 


depression is normal, a con- 
dition of existence. 


Mild depression frequently 


progresses to a MODERATE 
stage in which the same 
characteristics are exhibited in 
such a degree that it will in- 
terfere with social functioning. 
Conversation is difficult. The 
inability to think, feelings of 
unreality and bewilderment 
and various physical distur- 
bances are also common 


When 
the 
degree of 


depression becomes severe, 
there are marked change* in 
behavior, manifested in a 
decreased 
interest 
in 


everything. Initiative is lost, 
there is a preoccupation with 
guilt 
and 
unworthiness. 


Suicidal throughte com*. 


Depretsioo if not necessarily 


related to mental iUnest. It U 
one oj the most widespread 
emotions occurring in normal 
life—usually traceable to 
loneliness, social or busjMsa 
•ctback* or a IOM of per- 
spective due to fatigue or 
stress. Such depressions are 


generally transient, either 
subsiding spontaneously or as a 
result of short-term therapy. 


Depression, however, may be 


an illness... A sense of guilt, sin 
and remorse are more common 
in this form than in the ex- 
ternally induced depressions. 


There 
are three main 


treatments for depression: 1. 
psychotherapy, 2. Drugs, and 3. 
electroshock therapy. 


Psychotherapy is useful for 


treating 
mild 
cases of 


depression "talking throught" 
the problem with a neutral 
figure will help the patient 
regain some self-esteem and 
setf-undentanding. 


Drugs (anti-depressants and 


tranquilisan) are also used for 
treatment 
of 
depression. 


Although use is widespread, 
their effectiveness may vary. 
Drugs are easily administered 
on an out-patient basis. 


Most depressed persons 


requiring treatment do not 
require constant supervision 
and can remain at home. The 
exceptions are those patients 
who are extremely suicidal and 
those being treated by elec- 
troshock therapy.

JONESBORO, Ark. (AP) - 


Thomas Hill, former Arkansas 
State University hurdler, not 
only won a bronze medal hi the 
Olympic games but also had a 
front row seat in the unusual 
incidents that took place before 
and during the games in Mun- 
ich. 


Hill, who won the bronze in 


the 110-meter hurdles, was only 
200 to 300 meters from the 
building where Arab terrorists 
killed two Israelis and took 
nine members of the Israeli 
team hostage last Wednesday. 
The Arabs and the hostages lat- 
er died in a Shootout with Ger- 
man police. 


On Thursday, two of Hill's 


friends, Vince Matthews and 
Wayne Collett, became em- 
broiled in an incident involving 
alleged disrespect to the Ameri- 


can flag and national anthem. 


In the week prior to the 


Olympics, Hill was involved In 
the reaction of black American 
athletes to the inclusion of the 
Rhodesian team in the Olym- 
pics. 


Hill returned to Jonesboro 


during the weekend and talked 
about the events. 


He said that on the morning 


when the Arabs broke into the 
building where the Israeli ath- 
letes were quartered, "We 
woke up ... there were police 
all around the place, so there 
was nothing to do but believe 
that everything was there and 
everything was real.'.' 


"All of the athletes just tried 


to stick with their schedules," 
Hill said. 


"They (the Arabs) were hold- 


ing them in there and there 


was really nothing we could 
do," Hill said. "They were 
holding them and weren't going 
to turn them loose, so we just 
tried to stay out of it." 


Hill said he and the other 


athletes stayed in their quar- 
ters and kept up with events 
through the Olympic Village 
newspaper. 


"I never thought they would 


release them," Hill said, "be- 
cause when they first came in 
they killed two people right off 
the bat. 


"They didn't ask any ques- 


tions," he said. "... they just 
jumped in and killed two 
people. So, they're losers al- 
ready. Even if they (the Arabs) 
had got what they wanted, they 
wouldn't have turned those 
people loose because they had 
murdered two people already

Switzerland 


(AP) — Lord Killanin is the 
new president of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
and the 20-year reign of Avery 
Brundage officially is over. 


Killanin received the keys to 


Chauteau de Vity, the IOC 
headquarters, in a quiet 15-min- 
ute ceremony Tuesday. In a 
short speech, he said he would 
back efforts to "deflate ultrana- 
tionalsm," which had marred 
past Olympic Games. 


The 58-year-old Irish peer 


told newsmen that the big na- 
tions use the Games to show 
their systems are better than 
any other. 


"I do not think it shows you 


have a better way of life if you 
win a lot of medals," Killanin 
said. He mentioned the United 
States and the Soviet Union as 
countries which use the Games 
for political purposes. 


Brundage, 84, who has been 


praised their athletes' perform- 
ances in the Munich Olympics 
as a victory for the "Socialist" 
system. 


In Moscow, Izvestia, the gov- 


ernment newspaper, said the 
fact the Russians won more 
gold medals than the Ameri- 
cans proved the "Socialist" 
system Is better. 


In Washington, Sen. Mike 


Mansfield, D-Mont., said the 
Olympic Games serve no useful 
purpose and should be abolish- 
ed. 


"Their idea is being dis- 


sipated more rapidly with the 
passing of time," Mansfield 
said. "Even the refereeing is 
getting a nationalist tinge."

Commission reports on Attica 


NEW ¥OftK (Ato) - A spe- 


cial state commission that in- 
vestigated last year's bloody 
Attica prison f lot has concluded 
that Oov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
should have gone to the prison 
before ordering a police assault 
on the rebel inmates. 


The 518-page report, issued to 


coincide with today's anni- 
versary of the assault, traces 
the origins, course and after- 
math of the rebellion. Overall, 
43 persons lost their lives in the 
uprising, the bloodiest in Amer- 
ican prison history. 


Rockefeller issued a three- 


paragraph statement Tuesday 
praising the commission for a 
"monumental 
job 
of 
in- 


vestigating and reporting" but 
did not comment on its finding 
that he should have gone to the 


upstate prison. The commission 
did not blame him for the. 
deaths. 
, 
The report was highly critical 


of the officials who planned the 
assault, officials who spread 
false reports of prisoner atro- 
cities, the "vengeful reprisals" 
against the prisoners and the 
prison system itself. 


Among the major points- 


made by the nine-member com- 
mission, appointed by the chief 
judge of the Court of Appeals 
on Rockefeller's instructions, 
were the following: 


—The riot was not planned 


but 
erupted 
spontaneously 


among a new breed of prison- 
ers that the commission said 
are largely black and unwilling 
to accept the "petty humili- 
ations and racism that charac- 


tertte prison life." 
-negotiating efforts by a 


citltens committee were not 
planned and the committee was 
"wracked by ideological differ- 
vices between those who identi- 
fied completely with the in- 
mates and those who were 
proponents of the position of 
the state." 
—Media coverage of the ne- 


gotiations created an "air of 
unreality" and encouraged rhe' 
totic rather than reasonable 
dialogue. 


—Despite the inmates' re- 


peatedly expressed fear of re- 
prisals, no effective steps were 
taken "to see that reprisals did 
not occur and no satisfactory 
explanation has been given for 
that failure."

Don't keep old 
prescriptions 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 


like to know how long peni- 
cillin tablets are good. About 
four years ago I had an ab- 
scessed tooth and my den- 
tist prescribed penicillin tab- 
lets to bring down the swell- 
ing. I had about six left over 
and put them in my medi- 
cine cabinet. Are they still 
good? 


Dear Reader—Throw them 


away. Penicillin tablets are 
usually considered to be safe 
if stored properly only for 
about two years. Your letter 
points, up a very important 
problem with medicine. The 
shelf life, or how long a 
medicine is effective, varies 
a great deal. Personally, I 
think every bottle of medi- 
cine that is given to a patient 
should have an expiration 
date or a statement effective 
only until, and then a specif- 
ic date stamped on the label. 


Don't underestimate the 


importance of t h i s . The 
housewives in the nation 
raised cain because foods 
aren't dated and they have a 
valid point. I submit, how- 
ever, that the medicines that 
are taken for illnesses are 
just as important as food. 
Usually a person's health, 
and how well he responds to 
treatment of an illness, de- 
pends on his taking medicine 
which has not deteriorated 
from age. 


Doctors c o u l d probably 
help solve this problem by 
writing on their prescription 
pad, "please label with ex- 
piration date for usefulness." 
The reason doctors often 
don't do this is they expect 
their patients to take the 
medie&e th»t has been pre- 
scribed for them 
T1>us the 
doctor prescribes just the 
of medicine he wants 
eat to have and there 
be aooe toft over.

Dear Reader— No, they're 


not harmful, provided she 
can afford that many cal- 
ories. If they've been pre- 
pared by being roasted in 
oils, they'll h a v e 
more 
grease and obviously contain 
more calories. The oil in raw 
sunflower seeds is very rich 
in polyunsaturated fats and 
contains very few saturated 
fats. To the extent that there 
is an advantage to eating the 
vegetable polyunsaturated 
fats as opposed to the ani- 
mal saturated fats, they may 
even be beneficial.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - With 


Edward M. Kennedy it hi* 
side and his most hectic day of 
campaigning just completed, 
George McGovern said he his 
turned the corner and is climb- 
ing in his bid to replace Rich* 
ard Nixon in the White Houae. 


Despite the President's ef- 


forts to wind down the war in 
Southeast Asia, McGovern said 
Tuesday night, "I continue to 
be amazed at how strong the 
reaction is against the war ... 
It remains i dominant worry to 
people everywhere." 


McGovern and Kennedy were 


scheduled to address rallies in 
Pittsburgh and Philadelphia to- 
day following Tuesday's gruel- 
ing five-city, 16-hour schedule. 


The day, said McGovern, was 


the most hectic so far in the 
campaign "but the most pro- 
ductive, too, and one of the 
most satisfying." He talked 
with newsmen before boarding 
his plane jet for the flight from 
Cleveland to Pittsburgh. 


"Sen. Kennedy was just ob- 


serving that ordinarily you 
don't see crowds-of that magni- 
tude and enthusiasm this early 
in the campaign," McGovern 
said. "So I think it's a good 
sign. I kind of have the feeling 
that we're turning the corner in 
the last few days and are on 
the way up." 


The South Dakotan and his 


Massachusetts colleague start- 
ed the day in Minneapolis and, 
before it ended, they had ap- 
peared in person before more 
people than McGovern has in 
any other single day in his 
campaign. 


According to newsmen's esti- 


mates, McGovern and Kennedy 
spoke to as many as 40,000 in 
downtown Chicago during the 
noon hour, 10,000-15,000 in De- 
troit's Kennedy Square in late 
afternoon, and about 7,0004,000 
in the Cleveland Arena Tuesday 
night. 


The format has been the 


same in every city. Kennedy 
delivers a rousing, 10-minute 
attack on the Nixon adminis- 
tration, 
then 
introduces 


McGovern. 


The Massachusetts senator 


usually reminds audiences that 
his brother, the late President 
John F. Kennedy, "came from 
behind" in his 1960 campaign to 
beat then-Vice President Nixon. 
He predicts McGovern will do 
the same this year.

What he says is that U.S. 


involvement in the war in 
Vietnam is criminal and 
should be stopped, and he 
has been saying it with in- 


creasing frequency since last 
summer, when he admitted 
that it was he who had given 
to the New York Times the 
top secret Pentagon Papers, 
a government s t u d y of 
American participation in the 
wr r originally commissioned 
by Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert McNamara. 


Until last year, Ellsberg 


had been just another bu- 
reaucrat, a Harvard grad- 
uate with a doctorate in eco- 
nomics, a former Marine of- 
ficer, an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of the Vietnam war 
while working for the De- 
fense and State Departments 
as a consultant during the 
buildup of the 
American 


presence from 1964 to 1988. 


Since the Pentagon Papers 


controversy, he has become 
a celebrity of the antiwar 
movement, publicly accusing 
himself of being a war crim- 
inal because of his partici- 
pation in the planning of the 
war, literally shouting "mea 
culpa" and f i g u r a t i v e l y 
wearing a hair sweatshirt 
that has "You're guilty, too" 
stenciled on the front. 


He is being tried in Los 


Angeles on federal charges 
of espionage and theft of 
government 
property 
but 


that trial has been recessed 
at least until October, pend- 
ing a U.S. Supreme Court 
decision on the legality of 
government wiretapping of 
one of Ellsberg's attorneys. 


Meanwhile, the passion 


with which he has thrown 
himself into the peace cru- 
sade has aroused criticism 
of his motives. 


Conservative commentator 


William F. Buckley Jr.— 
whose magazine. National 
Review, chided Ellsberg for 
touring "the radical chic cir- 
cuit" — accused Ellsberg of 
acting with "extraordinary 
abandon" and indulging him- 
self in a holier-than-thou at- 
titude when Ellsberg ap- 
peared on Buckley's "Firing 
Line" television program. 


"I happen to believe," 


Buckley said, "that there is 
no warrant for us to proceed 
on the assumption t h a t 
everybody who has been in- 
volved in government with 


the exception of you and 
your friends is ignoble and 
that you are noble." 


Even the far more sympa- 


thetic M u r r a y Kempton 
wrote, in reviewing Ells- 
berg's new book, "Papers on 
the War": "That we have 
overlooked Ellsberg, the 
analyst, may to a degree 
be a fault of Ellsbere, the 
wandering evangelist." 


Ellsberg's book is in fact 


an impersonal study of the 
origins of the war that is 
only secondarily concerned 
with his own conversion, 
which dates back to 1969 
(when he first began trying 
to publicize the 
Papers, 


which he had worked on, 
through Congress). Its main 
thesis is that the United 
States has not become in- 
voluntarily bogged down in 
the war—as the traditional 
"quagmire" analogy would 
have it. Rather, Ellsberg 
argues, each American presi- 
dent from Truman on has, 
because of short term poli- 
tical considerations, taken 
steps he knew would involve 
us more deeply in the war 


without accomplishing any- 
thing while he mouthed plati- 
tudes about making South 
Vietnam safe for democracy. 


Critics seeking ulterior 


motives c h a r g e Ellsberg 
with lusting for glory, money 
and/or a way to expunge 
his guilt feeling (he makes 
frequent references to Nazi 
war crimes and the Nurem- 
berg trials). He explains his 
personal ambitions this way: 


"I feel that I was foolish 


but I have no conscious guilt 
feelings. I do feel a sense of 
responsibility, though. And 
while I knew I couldn't end 
the war, I did have some in- 
formation that I thought 
might help end it. Not every- 
body has that opportunity or 
challenge and I knew I 
couldn't respect myself if I 
didn't do what I could. 


"Maybe I overdo it some- 


times. As my wife said the 
other day, we've been mar- 
ried two years and we 
haven't ever really had any 
fun. But right now I just 
want desperately to see the 
war end."

Small states to benefit from 
Senate's revenue-sharing bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Small 


states would get more funds 
and suburbs would fare worse 
if 
the revenue-sharing bill 


passed by the Senate becomes 
law instead of the version ap- 
proved earlier by the House. 


The prospect, however, is for 


some sort of compromise to 
emerge from what is expected 
to be a long and difficult con- 
ference between spokesmen for 
the two houses. 


The Senate, which passed the 


bill 63 to 20 Tuesday night, de- 
leted House-passed provisions 
that would have encouraged 
states to impose or increase 
their own income taxes. 


Hewing more closely than the 


House to President Nixon's con- 
cept of no-strings distributions 
to states and local govern- 
ments, the Senate deleted re- 
quirements that the local funds 
be spent for certain broad cate- 
gories of services. 


Finally, the Senate wrote into 


the measure a whole new sec- 
tion designed to limit the flow 
of federal funds to the states in 
matching 
social-services 


grants. 


Apart from these grants, the 


two versions of the bill would 
funnel the same amount of 
money to the states and local 
governments: $5.3 billion this 
year, increasing annually to 
bring the five-year payout to 
$29.6 billion. 


But the proposed formulas 


for distributing the funds differ 
sharply. 


The House version would dis- 


tribute in the first year $1.8 bil- 
lion to states on a formula 
based half on total state tax ef- 
fort and half on state income 
taxes. This would reward those 
states imposing substantial in- 
come taxes of their own. 


The House bill would allocate 


another $3.5 billion to cities and 
other local governments under 
a formula baaed on total popu- 
lation, urban concentrations of 
population, and need as deter- 
mined by per-capita income. 


Under the Senate bill, both 


distributions would be made un- 
der a formula involving popu- 
lation, but without a differential 
for urban population; tax ef- 
fort, but with no premium on 
income tax; and need as dem- 
onstrated by per-capita income. 


As a result of the formula 


shift, 17 urban industrial states 
would get less money from the. 
Senate bill than from the House 
bill. But 33 smaller states 
would get more. 


The Senate bill would send 


more funds to central cities, 
less to suburbs. 


Both versions retain a provi- 


sion that could lead in some 


states to joint collection of fed- 
eral and state income taxes, 
and perhaps even a single tax 
return.

English, French votes 
termed "an outrage' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - High- 


ranking State Department offi- 
cials say the British and 
French votes during the latest 
United Nations Security Council 
debate on Mideast violence 
were "an outrage." 


The United States vetoed a 


Security 
Council resolution, 


aimed at Israeli raids on Leba- 
non and Syria, because it did 
not include condemnation of 
Arab terrorist acts which pro- 
voked the retaliatory attacks. 


"It was unconscionable for 


the Western European allies to 
support that resolution," a top- 
level department official said. 


The belated denunciation of 


Great Britain and France—the 
veto came Sunday night—is ac- 
knowledged by administration 
officials as part of a diplomatic 
arm-twisting aimed at tough- 
ening international efforts 
against air piracy and other 
terrorist acts. 


The State Department offi- 


cials claimed some success for 
this blunt method, but they con- 
ceded failure in other cases, 
particularly with France. 


The mixed results are seen in 


the current sessions in Wash- 
ington of a legal subcommittee 
of the International Civil Avia- 
tion Organization. The group 
was convened a week and a 
half ago to draft proposals for 
enforcing existing agreements 
against airplane hijacking and 
sabotage. 


The French delegation has 


refused to go along with Ameri- 
can demands for sanctions, in- 
cluding denying landing rights 
for any nation not acting 
against air pirates. 


The Nixon administration is 


focusing attention now on air 
piracy because the ICAO meet- 
ing is still in session. But offi- 
cials say this is just part of an 
over-all effort to end such ter- 
rorist acts as the Arab com- 
mando attack on the Israeli 
Olympic team.

NEW YORK (AP) - Having 


reached a high-level plateau 
built of $57 billion in assets di- 
vided among 11 million share- 
holder accounts in about 400 
funds, the mutual fund industry 
now is reassessing its role, try- 
ing to chart its future. 


Looking back down the hill is 


easier. There were only 312,000 
accounts 30 years ago. Assets 
back then totaled less than $500 
million. The industry had no- 
where to go but up, and up it 
rose, lifted by the new af- 
fluence. 


But now the growth has 


stalled. Purchases still are run- 
ning at a rate of more than $5 
billion a year, but redemptions 
have jumped from a long-term 
average of 7 per cent of assets 
to more than 10 per cent. 


Many fund investors are dis- 


more 
realistic 
about 
the 


present problems or more en- 
thusiastic about the future than 
Jack Rogers, the new vice 
president for product develop- 
ment at Anchor Corp., which 
manages $2 billion in seven 
funds. 


Rogers has very few doubts 


that Americans of middle in- 
come are waiting for new in- 
vestment vehicles to be pre- 
sented. 


Mutual funds must recognize 


that the small investor is be- 
coming more sophisticated, Ro- 
gers states. People of ordinary 
means are seeking advice and 
counseling. They are searching 
for ways to develop and pre- 
serve small estates. 


The new view, as expressed 


by Rogers is that the fund man- 


ers, it is said, have been forced 
to redeem because of taxes and 
unemployment. And others, 
having achieved goals, are sim- 
ply cashing in. 


A good many fund people 


claim that nothing is seriously 
wrong, and this may indeed be 
the case. But other fund man- 
agers feel the future won't be 
like the past. They are using 
the plateau as a base camp to 
re-equip for the next climb.
